Dean Mavam-——As you occupy a good 
house, and are able to furnish it in proper 
manfier, will you accept a little friendly 
advice? As your building is framed of 
the finest maicrials, it will immediately 
show any flaw or spot that may acciden- 
tally tarnish its surface. I¢ is of a proper 
height, a well-proportioned size, and built 
on a regular plan. On the top stands a 
turret, of a globular form, with two cbrys-

will prove of considerable usc, as well as 
ornament, to the house. I acivise you not 
to look through them at every object that 
passes, and to shut them early at might, as 
many disagreeable circumstances happen 
through the neglect of this particular ; but 
you may open them as early as yc Please 
in the morning. On each side I discover 
a small portal to receive company ; pray 
take care they do not always stand open, 
as they will be crowded witb visitors, and 
with some you do nat like ; neverlet them 
be shat against your parents, your real 
friends, and supplicating distress, I took 
notice of one gate at the front, at which all 
your company go out; } recommend to 
you, in general, to keep it close barred, 
lest if any bad character should be forth- 
coming, you draw scandal on your resi- 
dence. When you do open it, I would 
lay an injunction of watchfulness on the 
two porters who stand as centinels, in live- 
ries of scarlet, just without the ivory pali- 
sade.

at the time when they were made, as thes 
must appear Most of 
them we ¢ written from about the muddle 
of the 16th, to the middle of the: I7th cen- 
tul y 

While the use of silk was introduced as 
4 curiosity by the sovercivps of Fiancee and 
ngland, the peasantry of China was en 
urelyclethed withthatclegant manufacture, 
W ich the nobility of England were sleep 
tinge On beds of straw, those of China were 
W hile 
the Buropean ladies hod skewers instead of 
pins, and had not even u conception of the 
prcsent appendages of the toilet, the Chi- 
nese fair had their needle work, paint box. 
es, and trinkets of ivory, silvers mother of 
pearl, &e, When the art of tinproving Ve- 
ieetables by culture was scarcely known in 
Europe, the Empire of China was compa- 
ratively a garden. The first: missionaries 
were powerfully impressed with these 
views, and spoke of them in the most glow- 
ing language. 

It is unquestionable, however, that the 
more the Europeans have had opportunities 
of personal observation, and the more they 
have deen mide acquainted with the state of 
things in China, the more have proots accu- 
musated of the inferiority of this boasted 
and boasting people, in these very respects 
in which they were most extolled. Enough 
iS DOW ascertained respecting their state apd 
habits, to warrant the conclusion, that they 
are but litthe advanced in civilization, be- 
yond the infancy of what is called ayricul- 
tural society ; and that when ¢ ompared with 
the nations of Murope at this moment, they 
can only be said in the words of Mr. Bar- 
row, * to be great ip trifles, while they are 
trifling in every thing that is great.’— 
“ Their letters, if we may so call them, are 
mere symbols of eas. Their philosophy 
seems yet in so rude a state, as hardly to 
deserve that appellation, They have no 
ancient monuments, from which their ori- 
gin can be traced even by plausible conjec- 
ture, Their ‘sciences are wholly exotic, 
their mechanic aris, have nothing in

Wile Emmonhener wer 
undergoing an examination by a magistrate, ¥ oore 
was sent out of the room. While Mr. Stokes was 
talking ta Moore, he saw that bis vest was button. 
ed up rather ebosely—on pulling asule a black silk 
handkerchiel, which appeared to be arranged with 
cate to cover his breast, he saw the murks of blood 
on Moore’s shirt. On further examination it: was 
hound he was wounded badly inthe breast with six 
or seven buckshot. Finding himself thus detect 

ed, he immediately made a full confession of th:

The Quatidienne, speaking of this news, adds, 
that the Southern province of La Mancha is in 
full insurrection against the Constitution; that 
Ferdinand js expected shortly at Madrit, and that 
Abisbal is heleved to have acted im concert with 
the Generals Morilio and Ballastcros. One thing 
ia very evident: whether the war be brought to a 
Close in consequente of this turn of allirs, as the 
London papers all predict, of not, there has been 
a lamentable want of something im the Spanish 
cabinet—they have certainly shown more energy 
in writing than fi, ting 

The French entered Madrid on the 231 of May, 
and the Duke d’Angeuleme on the mormug of the 
24th. Some'of the accounts assert that Abisbul 
had been deprived of bis command by his indig- 
wait sokliers, and that Gen. Lagos has been kip: 
pointedin hie place. This statement though con- 
firme the fact, that a General of that nam, 
headed the Constitutionaliats in the defeat of Bes- 
sieres and in the evacuation of the Capital, is con- 
tradicted by the des Debates. 

There has been no baltle im Catalonia, but, al 
though ‘fina has retreated before the French be 
yond Barcelona, yet the iutelligence from the arms 
of Moncey, discloses no particular advantages that 
have been abtained by hit®dn that provmce.— 
Wherever the French dis pursue Mina, as 
the Courier says, they are surptived to find him. 
like Pope’s North, a little further onwards. The 
intention of the Freach is to hem him in on three 
sides, and shut him up in Barcelona, where they 
would besiege him. 

The Spanish officers at Corunna, un the 
2d of May, officially announced, jn the most 
pompous manner, the airival there, of Si: 
Robert Wilson. The bulletin is headed, 
“Droiz and Veranpe—Constitution of 
Death” The foregoing intelligence is a 
fine comment upon this patriotic text. 

In a letter to bis constituents, Sir Rob- 
ert Wilson announces bis arrivel in Spain, 
and the cordial welcome with which he was 
received. On the following day he was to 
enter the ranks as a private grenadicr, leav- 
ing it for the government to dispose of Lin 
afterwards as they picased. 

It is now generdly understood that the 
Greeks will only consent to hegociate wath 
the Porte, upen the acknowledged basis of 
their full and entire Indepeadence. 

The Turks are making formidable pre- 
parations for a last «flu: t upon Greece, both 
by land and sea. Their fleet, about to sail, 
amount to 100 vessels. The Greeks, it is 
suid, are prepared to meet them. They 
have 88 ships, besides 20 fine ships, with 
which they make tremendous havoc. 

With regard to the affairs of Persia, no- 
thing can be said with pre« ision, as the ne- 
gvciations are far from being concluded. 

The dates from Constantinople, are to 
the 30th of April. On the 22d, the artil- 
lery announced the birth of a new imperial 
Prince. Since then, all the mosques and 
minarets have been iNuminated. 

The British Ambassador, Lord Strang- 
ford, is using his best endeavours with the 
vovernment of the Porte to cffect an ac- 
commodation, but, it is suid, the Porte de- 
clines the proffered mediation. 

Treland is still ravaged by the atrocities 
of the insurgents.
